froin a limited area, from Somerset County, Maine, to Franklin 
and Oswego Counties, New York, thoneo sonti), very locally, to 
Southwestern New Hampshire, Western Massachusetts, north- 
western Connecticut, and the Catskill region of southeastern 
New York. Since at Sntton, Yermont, and at Loon Lake, 
Franklin County, New York, it is within 30 miles of the Canadian 
border, it has been natnral to suppose that it might get into 
southwestern Quebec and extreme eastern Ontario. r Fliis 
expectation is partlv fulfilled. for 1 fimi in the eovers of S. 
cyperinus in the Cray Herbarium a very eharaetoristie sheet of 
flowering S. Peckii colleeted July 23, 1920, at Bellerive, Beau- 
harnois County, Quebec, by Frere Vincent and sent out. by Fr. 
Adrien as no. 1-235. This station is abont 50 miles north of 
Loon Lake.—M. L. Fernald. 
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
